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Split Council Withdraws 
License Hearing Request

Discussion was intense and 
votes on two motions were split 
on April 26 as the Greenbelt City 
Council withdrew its request for 
a hearing before the Board of 
License Commissioners (BLC) on 
the renewal of the alcoholic bev- 
erage license for T.G.I. Friday’s 
restaurant. 

At its February 22 meeting 
council discussed concerns about 
serious and violent incidents at 
the establishment, including a 
stabbing and a case where police 
officers were threatened. Council 
also was displeased with over- 
crowding in the bar area, alterca- 
tions and distribution of litera- 
ture in the parking lot. Council 
agreed then to send a letter of 
concern to the liquor board re- 
garding the pending renewal of 
the liquor license for Friday’s. 

Friday’s Response 

Since then, the city council has 
met with Friday’s management 
and then received a letter from 
the restaurant’s attorneys express- 
ing Friday’s “intent to work with 


the city to cure any problems” 
and outlining actions management 
will take to address the city’s 
concerns. These include lowering 
the music volume in later hours, 
focusing on “whether crowding in 
the bar area presents a problem” 
and reducing it if necessary and 
posting “no soliciting” signs in 
the parking lot. 

The letter proposed that Fri- 
day’s local management, includ- 
ing both general manager and 
regional manager, meet monthly 
with Greenbelt Police Department 
representatives to exchange infor- 
mation and resolve issues quickly. 
The president of Friday’s fran- 
chise and its chief of operations 
will meet semi-annually with the 
Greenbelt City Council. 

The letter mentioned Friday’s 
cooperative relationship with 
Greenbelt and expressed com- 
mitment to customer enjoyment 
and safety. The attorneys asked 
the city to withdraw its protest to

New Public Charter School 


Is on the Drawing Board

The White House has pro- 
claimed this week to be National 
Charter Schools Week and two 
long-time educators at Green- 
belt Elementary School have 
announced that they are gearing 
up to submit an application to 
open a public charter school in 
Greenbelt. 

Sixth grade teacher Beth 
Novick and counselor Donna 
Behe have both been at Greenbelt 
Elementary for about 10 years. 
They have been thinking about 
doing something radically differ- 
ent — opening a charter school. 
They are in the process of creat- 
ing the needed organization to 
develop a school plan. Applica- 
tions must be submitted by mid- 
July for a school to be approved 
for opening in August 2011. 

Novick, a National Board Cer- 
tified Teacher, explained that she 
and Behe feel they need to stretch 
beyond what we’re already do- 
ing.” They want to start a charter 
school in the center of Greenbelt 
that would be an International 
Baccalaureate school (IB). 

“We are applying to the Inter- 
national Baccalaureate program at 
the same time we are applying to 
be a charter school,” said Novick. 
She explained that “Donna and 
I really like the IB program. It 
combines a focus on interna- 
tional-mindedness with meaning- 
ful learning.” The IB program 
focuses on reading, writing and 
critical thinking. Novick added 
that liking one kind of program 
does not mean that different pro- 
grams in other schools cannot be 


as good. 

Although Novick and Behe 
had been thinking of a new 
school, it was the possible avail- 
ability of a facility in the center 
of Greenbelt that put them into 
high gear. They are still in dis- 
cussion about the facility, tenta- 
tively to be called the Greenbelt 
Public Charter School. Their 
plans call for a student body 
from kindergarten through 8th 
grade, with the school starting 
with K-4 and then adding a grade 
a year. 

By the middle of May the first 
meetings with interested parties 
should be scheduled, Novick told 
the News Review. “We will have 
several meetings in the month of 
May to organize parents, educa- 
tors and community members 
who are interested in founding a 
charter school in Greenbelt.” The 
two want “to create a team which 
includes many areas of expertise, 
such as business planning, fund- 
raising, parent involvement, etc.

Both Novick and Behe will 
remain in their current positions 
at Greenbelt Elementary School 
for the 2010-11 school year. 

If a new public charter school 
is founded, it will be the second 
in Greenbelt. 

Turning Point Academy, in 
Greenbelt East, was the first 
public charter school in Prince 
George’s County. It has been 
open since August 2006. 


Council Looks at Proposed Costs 


The General Government Bud- 
get accounts for the administra- 
tive costs of the City of Green- 
belt: the city manager’s office, fi- 
nance and administrative services, 
public information and community 
promotion, legal counsel and the 
city council. The Greenbelt City 
Council discussed the budget for 
this department in an April 21 
worksession. 

For Fiscal Year 2011, which 
begins July 1, 2010, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin’s proposed 
budget calls for reducing expendi- 
tures by 1.8 percent over those for 
Fiscal Year 2010. 

The proposed $2.5 million ex- 
penditures account for approxi- 
mately 10 percent of total city ex- 
penditures. McLaughlin proposed 
closing the post office in the Mu- 
nicipal Building and eliminating 
the cost of the half-time contract 
employee and related expenses. 

A previously approved, but not 
filled, public information specialist 
position to assist Public Informa- 
tion and Community Coordinator 
Beverly Palau will remain unfilled. 
The portion of the cable television 
franchise fee contributed to Green- 
belt Access Television (GATE) 
will be reduced by 20 percent to 
$40,000. 

City Council 

McLaughlin’s budget includes 
increased staffing in just one ac- 
count, a change dictated by city 
voters: the increase from five to 
seven councilmembers. Member- 
ship and training in this account is 
proposed to increase by $10,900 
over the FY10 adopted budget 
(and $1,200 over estimated FY10 
expenditures). 

This increase reflects, in part, 
the costs of more councilmembers 
attending conferences and other 
training. The result is a 40.5 per- 
cent increase in the city council 
budget, the largest increase in the 
General Government budget. 

The Administration budget is 
essentially stable, with a projected 
increase of 0.1 percent. This ac- 
count covers the cost of the city 
manager’s office. 

A cut of roughly 2.4 percent is 
proposed for Finance and Admin- 
istrative Services, mostly reflecting 
closure of the post office and a 
decline in projected advertising 
costs. 

Significant reductions are pro- 
posed in the legal counsel, Mu- 
nicipal Building and public of- 
ficers associations accounts, with 
cuts of 21.7, 6.6 and 3.5 percent, 
respectively. 

The legal account will essen- 
tially return to normal after in- 
creases due to studying the elec- 
tion changes, Greenbelt Station 
issues and the police contract. 
The proposed $94,000 legal bud- 
get is $26,000 less than that for 
the FY10 adopted budget ($36,000 
less than estimated FY10 expendi- 
tures) but just $2,265 below Fiscal

Year 2008 expenditures. 

The Information Technology 
and Public Information and Com- 
munity Promotion budgets are 
fairly flat with increases of 1.0 
and 0.5 percent, respectively. 

Management Objectives 

Beyond the numbers, the bud- 
get document lays out the city 
manager’s and city staff’s man- 
agement objectives for the coming 
year. These include implemen- 
tation of an energy efficiency 
program in conjunction with the 
Public Works Department and 
implementation of an online bill 
paying option, permitting city 
residents to pay their refuse and 
property tax bills electronically. 

The finance and information 
technology (IT) departments will 
also look to streamline city ad- 
ministrative practices by research- 
ing the feasibility of moving all 
staff to direct-deposit of their 
paychecks and implementation of 
an electronic timesheet system. 
The IT Department will also work 
to implement the computer-aided 
dispatch and records management 
system for the police department 
and look into automating city per- 
sonnel action forms. 

At the April 21 worksession, 
Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
asked whether the city planned 
any community promotion outside 
Greenbelt. McLaughlin said the 
major emphasis was increasing 
communications to Greenbelt resi- 
dents but he said the city is now 
active on the Internet, on Face- 
book and on Twitter. 

People within or outside Green- 
belt can now sign up to receive 
notifications from the city: one 
measure of their effectiveness 
being that nearly half the people 
participating in city programs are 
nonresidents. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
pointed out that even many mem- 
bers of the “contribution groups” 
receiving subsidies from Greenbelt 
are nonresidents. 

Marketing Director 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling renewed his call for a mar- 
keting director to coordinate the 
city’s advertising, rather than each 
department advertising indepen-

dently. When Jordan attempted to 
pursue his proposal for marketing 
outside of Greenbelt, Mayor Judith 
Davis expressed concern that the 
city’s community promotion direc- 
tor “cannot do anything more.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts expressed concern that if 
an aggressive marketing effort 
brought in large numbers of new 
participants, the current staff 
would not be sufficient. 

Council had some discussion 
about how to deal with its own 
account. McLaughlin had not 
applied his proposed across-the- 
board cut in travel and training 
to council. 

Putens suggested return- 
ing to the prior salary levels for 
council ($6,000 for the mayor, 
$5,000 for others vs. the cur- 
rent $12,000/$10,000). Davis 
suggested a 50 percent cut in 
council’s travel budget, to which 
Councilmember Leta Mach said 
she wanted to see past data “if 
you are serious.” 

For the IT Department, Davis 
noted that a past memorandum 
from City Treasurer Jeff Williams 
recommended not purchasing a 
proposed citywide wireless internet 
service because the project’s high 
cost (at least $600,000) would 
exceed its likely benefits. 

Signs and Banners 

There was also some discussion 
of whether the city should require 
organizations granted permission 
to post signs and banners on city 
rights-of-way to advertise in all 
parts of the city. McLaughlin 
noted that organizations usually 
post four or five signs, mostly in 
the city core. 

Putens said the nature of the 
activity needed to be considered. 
Requiring signs throughout the 
city would increase the organiza- 
tions’ expenses and might not be 
appropriate. 

Mach questioned, for example, 
whether it would make sense to 
require GHI to advertise through- 
out the city. Putens asked if the 
city would be stepping across a 
line in terms of regulating private 
organizations.

She also let him 
sleep on her floor for three weeks 
until he found other arrangements. 
He stated “she had a heart of gold” 
and that she loved Jason dearly. 
Mary Ann said she talked to Chris 
frequently and that those conversa- 
tions meant so much to her that 
she still imagines she is talking 
to her at times, in a spiritual way. 
Bill, a leader at the Step Club, said 
that everyone loved her “because 
she was filled with love, kindness 
and gentleness.” 

All of the above remembrances 
were cleared for publication with 
those who made them. I have 
great respect for Chris and other 
members of the Step Club for 
facing their problems together. 
Addiction comes in many forms. 
Would that we all would recognize 
and address our own “addictions” 
in their various forms. Chris did 
not let her problems define her. 
She was nothing less than first 
class every time I spoke to her. 
Her quiet encouragement and par- 
ticipation in an often overlooked 
group is notable. It was one of 
the things that characterized her as 
a loving, involved person. That’s 
the memory I will recall. I hope 
others will as well.

adjacent to Metro stations in Prince 
George’s County, I became even 
more curious.

“Where is the visionary lead- 
ership,’ Director of Urban Studies 
and Planning at the University 
of Maryland Jim Cohen asked. 
‘Why can’t we get it together?’

I never made this statement. 
I spoke only during the second 
half of the show — which focused 
on county issues — so I listened 
to the tape of that segment avail- 
able on WAMU’s website to find 
out who actually said it. What I 
found is that either no one said it 
or the quote was removed from 
the tape. What I did say, three 
minutes into the show’s second 
segment, was something quite the 
opposite. I praised Sam Parker, 
chairman of M-NCPPC of Prince 
George’s County, for initiating 
“Envision Prince George’s,” a 
participatory planning process that 
is creating a county vision, goals 
and implementation strategies for 
improving the county’s economy 
and quality of life. I mentioned 
the town meetings that have been 
held throughout the county as 
part of this process and how seri- 
ous Mr. Parker is about making 
this process work. 

I did make the comment, later 
in the show, that for whatever rea- 
sons the county has not been able 
to get the kind of transit-oriented 
development that has been success- 
fully implemented in some other 
jurisdictions in the metropolitan 
area. But I did not make the dis- 
paraging statement quoted above.

renewal of the restaurant’s liquor 
license. 
Council’s Protest 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said while he wants the 
restaurant to do well, he wanted 
to pursue the hearing to bring 
Friday’s to a public reckoning 
to impress them with the seri- 
ousness of council’s concerns. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
agreed. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
said the letter from Friday’s at- 
torneys is inadequate and vague. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
said withdrawing the hearing re- 
quest would not impair council’s 
right to request one later, any- 
time council felt the situation 
required it. Manzi said the city 
had gotten Friday’s attention and 
management has shown concern 
about the city’s issues. 

He thought it highly unlike- 
ly the board would take away 
Friday’s license, as they have 
not had problems with it in the 
past. The letter to the city from 
Friday’s legal counsel has been 
sent to the liquor board, provid- 
ing resolution to the city’s con- 
cerns, Manzi said. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
said she would support seeking 
a hearing only if Greenbelt City 
Council was represented at the 
hearing. Mayor Judith Davis 
noted the hearing would be May 
5, the same night as a council 
budget worksession. 

Roberts agreed to attend the 
hearing and made a motion not 
to withdraw the hearing request. 
Putens provided the second and 
said he would join Roberts at 
the hearing. 

Motion Defeated 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan said he thinks Friday’s has 
shown substantial reaction to the 
city’s concerns and an appropri- 
ate response and that following 
through with the hearing re- 
quest would be an “extraordinary 
step.” 

Douglas Meister of Meyers, 
Rodbell & Rosenbaum, P.A., at- 
torneys for Friday’s, addressed 
council. He thought it had not 
been stressed sufficiently how

adversarial such a hearing would 
be. Forcing Friday’s to show 
why their license should be re- 
newed would put the restaurant 
on the wrong footing with the 
city, he said. It would require 
time and effort and create ex- 
pense for the company. 

He questioned the city’s in- 
clination to show the BLC there 
are problems, since Police Chief 
James Craze said earlier in the 
meeting that there have not been 
problems at Friday’s since coun- 
cil met with management. Meis- 
ter pointed out that two serious 
incidents over 20 years was not 
a bad record, adding that if it 
were possible to prevent any 
serious incident, there would be 
no need for a police force. 

When the motion came to 
a vote, it was defeated four to 
three, with Roberts, Putens and 
Pope voting in favor of pursuing 
the hearing. 

New Motion 

Mach moved that the city 
withdraw its request for a hear- 
ing and send to the board a 
strongly worded letter express- 
ing the city’s position as a cov- 
er to the letter from Friday’s 
attorneys. This motion passed 
four to three, with Roberts, 
Putens and Pope voting nay. 
Putens suggested to Meister to 
note that the company had not 
received the city’s full support, 
with council split on the issue. 
Davis said she wanted people to 
know that even those who voted 
to withdraw the hearing request 
still have concerns about what 
goes on at Friday’s.

Roberts agreed. He asked if 
council should be telling private 
groups how to advertise their 
events. McLaughlin proposed 
adding the issue as a Management 
Objective for his office to study. 

McLaughlin’s proposal to cut 
the contribution to GATE was 
questioned by Jordan, who said 
it was hard to justify when the 
franchise fee income is increas- 
ing. Davis noted that restoring 
the full amount could become a 
wish list item. 

The city is a member of sev- 
eral public officers associations, 
including the Prince George’s 
County Municipal Asssociation 
(PGCMA), the Council of Gov- 
ernments, the Maryland Municipal 
League and others. McLaughlin 
proposed keeping these contribu- 
tions essentially flat, other than 
halving the ACE Scholarship pro- 
gram. This program was initiated 
in FY10, with a $2,000 set-aside, 
which the city manager listed at 
$1,000 for FY11. 

Putens suggested dropping 
the city’s participation in the 
PGCMA but the level of support 
was unclear. 

Herling requested restoration of 
the contribution to the News Year’s 
Eve program. Davis countered that 
most of the volunteers had dropped 
out in recent years, leaving most 
of the work to city staff, which 
“is not how it should be.” Her- 
ling said that past volunteers had 
expressed the opposite concern, 
telling him that city staff had taken 
over activities they used to do.

Taxis Now to Display 
New County Emblem 


Taxicabs licensed and regulat- 
ed by the Prince George’s County 
Department of Environmental 
Resources (DER) Licenses and 
Inspections Group are now re- 
quired to display two medallions. 
These are sequentially numbered 
decals that are affixed by DER 
staff on the right front panel and 
the trunk lid of the taxicab. 

Implementation of the new 
system began April 5. In the 
first week 725 of the 785 county- 
authorized taxicabs were pro- 
cessed and the decals installed. 
DER hopes to issue the remaining 
decals by the end of the month. 

The Taxicab Medallion is a 
red and white sticker with a 
set of control numbers to fa- 
cilitate a tracking program for 
the cab’s operating certificate. 
Only taxicabs with the medallion 
are legally authorized to pick up 
passengers within the county. To 
have the medallion affixed, taxis 
must meet all county license and 
code requirements.

May Is Proclaimed 
“Click It or Ticket” 


A proclamation signed by 
Mayor Judith Davis makes May 
the official “Click It or Ticket” 
month in Greenbelt. According- 
ly, Greenbelt’s police department 
will step up seatbelt enforcement 
during the entire month, along 
with additional safety education 
efforts. They will tap overtime 
money from the state to put extra 
officers on duty to concentrate 
on seatbelt-related outreach and 
enforcement. 

National “Click It or Ticket” 
mobilization this year will be 
from May 23 to June 5 to include 
the Memorial Day weekend with 
both day and nighttime enforce- 
ment activities. 

Using statistics from fatal 
crashes in 2008 police say the 
highest number of unbelted per- 
sons was during the night (64 
percent), teens (70 percent), young 
adults (66 percent), men (66 per- 
cent overall and 74 percent of 
young males) and pickups, where 
seatbelt use lags far behind other 
vehicles. Statistics also show 
greatly increased crash survival 
rates overall compared to previous 
reporting periods and that with 
seatbelt use fatal injuries are re- 
duced by 45 percent in passenger 
cars and 60 percent in pickups, 
SUVs and minivans. Only one 
percent of belted passengers are 
ejected in a crash compared to 30 
percent of unbuckled passengers 
— a very significant difference 
since 77 percent of crash-ejected 
occupants are killed. Seatbelts ac- 
count for an 80 percent increase in 
the odds of surviving a rollover. 

The good news is that in the 
2009 campaign the observed seat 
belt use rate was 84 percent, the 
highest ever, up one percent from 
the year before.

PROPERTY TAX INCREASE 


The City Council of the City of Greenbelt proposes 
to increase real property taxes. 


1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 2010, the 
estimated real property assessable base willincrease 
by 0.3%, from $2,047,133,897 to $2,053,446,993. 


2. If the City of Greenbelt maintains the current tax 
rate of $0.786 per $100 of assessment, real property 
tax revenues will increase by 0.3%, resulting in 
$49,621 of new real property tax revenues. 


3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing 
assessments, the real property tax rate should be 
reduced to $0.7836, the constant yield tax rate. 


4. The City is considering not reducing its real 
property tax rate enough to fully offset increasing 
assessments. The City proposes to adopt a real 
property tax rate of $0.790 per $100 of assessment. 
This tax rate is 0.8% higher than the constant yield 
tax rate and will generate $131,421 in additional 


property tax revenues. 


A public hearing on the proposed real property tax 
increase will be held at 8 p.m. on Monday, May 24, 
2010, in the City Council Room, Municipal Building, 
25 Crescent Road, Greenbelt, MD 20770. 


The hearing is open to the public, and public 


testimony is encouraged.
